PEOPLE HAVE TO EAT 


An announcement of immense importance to all 


Americans was made by U. S. Senator George Murphy 
in Fresno last week. The California Senator revealed 
that he will shortly introduce a bill in Congress, with 
farm support, to establish collective bargaining ground 


rules in agriculture. 


Because the measure would prohibit strikes and 
boycotts which would result in loss, spoilage or deteri- 
oration of an agricultural commodity, the Murphy pro- 
posal was immediately opposed by union spokesmen. 

Writing in the Los Angeles Times, Labor Writer 
Harry Bernstein reported the unions’ reasoning as 


follows: 


“Tf farmers are to be protected against severe eco- 
nomic impact of a strike at critical times, why should 
the law not prohibit strikes against any employer who 
would be severely hurt by a strike?” 


The answer is two-fold. 


One reason is that no manufacturer, no retail or 
service business can be hurt by a strike to the same 


degree that a farmer car }: 


‘ops can’t be interrupted 


in production and put b ick on the assembly line at a 
later date. In a period of days, a farmer could lose, 
through work interruption, his entire year’s produc- 


tion and his farm as well. 


The second reason is even more important. Through 
the exercise of monopoly power, labor unions have 
tied up the nation’s shipping, its railroad transporta- 
tion, shut down steel plants and closed schools. Still, 
the public manages to survive. 


People can get along, if they have to, for extended 


periods of time without 


avelling, without new auto- 


mobiles, refrigerators, or wooden widgets; even with- 
out education for their children. 


But all of us have to eat—every day of the year. 


Suits Filed To Eliminate DDT Use 


SACRAMENTO - Two suits 
have been filed to ban the use of 
DDT in California - one in Los 
Angeles, the other in 
Sacramento - by Cesar Chavez

WHEN BOB’S ticker got to 
acting up a few years ago,. he 
eased off a bit and, for health 
reasons, hit the hills, Camp 
Nelson, to be exact, where he 
and Ethel will now be“‘at home.” 
(Which means their old home on 
Scenic Heights is for sale, the 
foregoing being a paid ad for 
which someone will get a bill.) 

AS FOR Porterville Electric, 
the new owners are Charles 
Keen, who has worked for the 
firm for 18 years, and Frank 
Howell.

SO, THE ex-mayor of South 
Main has taken to the hills - Bob 
Mishler, by name, who, with his 
wife, Ethel, has announced sale 
of their 50-year-old Porterville 
Electric, effective today. 

BOB, WHO was raised on a 
farm at New Paris, Indiana, 
walked a mile and half to school; 
took care of as many as 24 head 
of work horses on the ranch; 
and, after a lifetime of varied 
experiences allows as how 
“there’s nothing rougher than 
riding a horse-drawn manure 
spreader across a frozen Indiana 
corn field.” MAYBE THE horses 
and the frozen corn fields had 
something to do with it, but, at 
any rate, Bob headed west in 
1929, returned to Indiana in 
1930 to marry Ethel, left for 
California the next day, and, in 
1930, landed at Pacific Grove, 
then, in 1937, came to 
Porterville, to go to work for 
Wesley and Mary Little, owners 
of the Porterville Electric firm 
that they “had established in 
1919. 

AFTER A hitch in the 
Seabees during World War II, 
Bob, in 1946, bought a half 
interest in Porterville Electric. In 
1948 he went the full route, 
becoming sole owner of the 
business, which was located in 
what was then the 500 block on 
Main street but which is now the 
200 block. (Somewhere along 
the line, someone must have 
shortened the street.) 

IT WAS in 1950 that Bob 
moved his business to South 
Main, and by virtue of his own 
announcement became the 
mayor of all and sundry south of 
the border, namely Olive street. 
(During the years that we had 
the honor of serving as Mayor of 
Porterville, Bob allowed us to 
cross the border now and then 
on the promise that sooner or 
later south Main would get street 
lights, and certain other 
improvements.)

Noted In Farm 
Commodity Prices 


SACRAMENTO .- Prices 
received by California farmers as 
of March 15 were mostly higher 
than last month and a year ago, 
according to the California Crop 
and Livestock Reporting service. 
All commodities were higher 
than last month except oranges, 
grapefruit and milk which were 
lower, and oats, milkfat, wool, 
and farm chickens which held 
steady. : 

Substantial to sharp increases 
were reported for wheat, barley, 
mild, dry beans, potatoes, hay, 
lemons, hogs, beef cattle, calves, 
and lambs. 

Compared with a year ago, 
best gains were reported for 
corn, wheat, barley, potatoes, all 
meat animals, milk cows, 
turkeys and eggs. Partly 
offsetting were substantially 
lower prices for oats, dry beans, 
cotton, oranges, grapefruit, milk, 
and wool.

Revival Of © 
State Fair Is 
Being Planned 


SACRAMENTO - Cal Expo 
directors hope to revive a 
California State fair at the new 
fairgrounds in Sacramento for 
the 1969 season. 

Executive Board Chairman 
Ralph Nissen told the Council of 
California Growers that “current 
plans call for the 1969 fair to 
open August 22 for a 19 day 
program, that will include 11 
days.of 4-H and FFA activities. 

“We plan an old-time fair 
atmosphere with. parades, 
concessions, a livestock show 
and family attractions with 
family prices,” Nissen said. 

“We must have a great state 
fair once again, before we can 
justify going ahead with the full 
Disneyland: approach to Cal 
Expo.” 

Nissen said some legislators 
have been critical of the 1968 
Cal Expo program which drew 
disappointing crowds during its 
two and a half month run. He 
said it has been proposed that 
the exposition features be shut 
down, and the activities limited 
to just a horse racing schedule. 

“The 1968 Cal Expo was 
cold,’’ Nissen said in_ his 
explanation for the small 
crowds. “The prices were too 
high, and there was no life, no 
family attraction. There was no 
reason for city families to bring 
their children for a day at the 
fair.” 

A return to the traditional 
type state fair, with 
commensurate prices, he said 
should bring the “old time 
crowds”. After all, the old state 
fair on the old grounds in 
Sacramento, drew over a million 
people during a 13 day session in 
1967.” 

“California is the nation’s 
number one agricultural state, 
and it is only right that it should 
have a great state fair,’ Nissen 
said.

located on city property in the 
area of the Barr theater with 
floor space of some 18,000 
square feet, more or less. 
Financing would be on a basis of 
one third of the cost to be born 
by the city; two-thirds by the 
federal government. 

To qualify for federal funds, 
the building must be located so 
that it will serve low-income 
people in a square-mile, 
walking-distance area; provision 
must be made in the building for 
recreational, cultural, 
educational, and medical uses, 
with office space provided for 
such uses but not necessarily 
permanent offices for specific 
users, 

A child care center, facilities 
for classes in English, office 
space for use of probation, 
health, and welfare departments, 
and recreational-use facilities are 
examples of some of the services 
that would be centered in the 
building. 

As the federal government 
considers such a facility, it is 
designed for neighborhood use 
in a low-income area. City 
administration concept is that 
the building should be 
constructed so that it will be 
suitable for wide use by many 
segments of the community in 
addition to providing the basic 
facilities primarily designed for 
low-income families. 

If the project is approved, 
responsibility for construction 
would rest with the city of 
Porterville. Administration and 
maintenance after construction 
would also be the responsibility 
of the city. 

However, it would be 
mandatory that the city council 
appoint a lay board to make 
recommendttions to the council 
on building administration. 
One-third of the membership of 
this lay board would be in the 
low-income category - defined 
by the federal government now 
as families of four with less than 
$3,300 in annual income. 

In developing data within the 
square-mile radius of the 
building - the “target area” - city 
staff members found that total 
population is about 
9,000 - 10,000. persons, with 
about 6,000 inside city of 
Porterville boundaries and from 
3,000 to 4,000 in the county 
area. 

On a basis of November 1967 
census figures, 5,010 of these 
persons are white; 1,108 are 
Mexican-American; 93 are negro; 


and 206 are in other racial 
categories. 
Concerning income. of 


families within the target area, 
745 have annual incomes of less 
than $2,000; 234 families have 
incomes between $2,000 and 
“$2,999; 191 families have 
‘incomes of $3,000 to $3,999; 
- 1,010 families have incomes of 
“$4,000 to $4,999 and 245 
families have incomes of more

than $5,000. 

Total welfare payments in the 
target area reach $10,434 per 
month, however annual , total 
welfare funds that go into the 
area run around $86,950 
annually. Median level of 
education is 8-9th grade. 

At the present time, there is 
no assurance that Porterville 
would qualify for any building; 
there is no assurance that a 
building designed for wide 
community use would be 
approved at the federal level; 
there is considerable likelihood 
that a smaller building than is 
now in the conversational stage 
would be approved - a building 
almost solely for use by 
low-income and minority 
groups. 

On the basis of statements 
made at the recent meeting of 
the Community Goals 
commission by persons 
attending, it appears that the 
so-called minority groups are 
thinking in terms of a building 
suitable for the basic services as 
set out in the federal program, 
plus sufficient facilities to take 
care of social events. 

Many events are now being 
held in the Terra Bella Memorial 
building because of lack of 
suitable facilities in Porterville. 

Questions now surrounding 
the proposed Porterville 
community center building - 
size, cost, type of use - will 
probably not be totally 
answered until, and if, the 
Porterville city council actually 
files an application for federal 
funds, 

Details concerning type and 
uses of the building will have to 
be acceptable to the Community 
Action Agency and Office of 
Economic Opportunity before 
funds will be granted.

VISALIA - It is unlawful to 
stop, park, or leave any vehicle 
standing upon a freeway, Capt. 
B.R. Smith, commander of the 
Visalia area office of the 
California Highway patrol, 
reports. 

The freeway parking 
prohibition, he pointed out, 
includes the divider strip and the 
area alongside the road within 
the freeway fence, as well as the 
off and on-ramps. 

A freeway is defined as a 
highway which has full control of 
access and no crossings at grade. 

The only exceptions to the 
“no parking on freeways’’ rule 
occur when stopping is necessary 
to avoid injury to persons or 
damage to property, in 
obedience to a peace officer or a 
traffic control device, when the 
vehicle is so disabled that it is 
impossible to avoid stopping 
temporarily, when a vehicle is 
summoned to give assistance to a 
vehicle or person, and in 
locations where stopping, 
standing or parking is 
specifically permitted, such as 
roadside rest areas. 

When a vehicle is disabled, 
the Highway Patrol is required 
to have it removed after four 
hours. If a driver finds it will be 
necessary to leave the vehicle for 
a slightly longer period, he 
should contact the CHP Area 
office, Captain Smith said.
